EFFECTS OF EXTREME COLD. 

WHEN fome Fiench mathematicians wintered at Tor- 
nea, in Lapland, the external air, when fuddenly admited 
into their rooms, converted the moifture of the air into 
whirls of fnow; their breafts feemed to be rent when they 
breathed 1%, end the contact was intolerable to their bo- 
dies; and the aqueous parts of the fpirits of wine, which 
had not been highly reétified, burit fome of theiy ther- 
mometers. 

Extreme cold often proves fatul to animal life: 700° 
Swedes perifhed at once in attempting to pafs the moun- 
tains which divide Norway from Sweden, In cafes of ex- 
treme cold, the perfon attacked firft feels himfelf extreme- 
ly chilly and uaeafy, he begins to turn liftlefs, is unwilling 
to walk, or ufethe exercife neceflary to keep him warm, 
and at laf turns drowfy, fits down to refreth himfelf with 
fleep---but wakes no more, Dr. Solander, with fome 
others, when at Terra del Fuego, having taken an excur- 
fion up the country, the cold was fo intenfe as to kill one of 
the company: the Doétor, though he hac waroed his com- 
panions of the danger of fleeping in that fituation, could 
not be prevented from making that dangerous experiment 
himfelf, and though he was awaked with all poffible expe- 
dition, he was fo much fhrunk in bulk, that his fhoes fell 
off his feet, and it was with che utmoft difficulty he recov- 
ered, 

In very fewere frofts and very cold climates, rivers have 
been known to be frozen over with great rapidity. Dr. 
Goldfmith mentions having feenthe Rhine frozen at one of 
its moft precipitate cataraéts, and the ice flanding in giaffy 
* columas like a foreft of large trees, the branches of which 
had been lopt away. Sohard does the ice become in cold 
countries, that in 1740 a palace of ice’was built at Peterf- 
burgh, after a very elegant mode}, and in juft proportions 
of Auguttin architeéture, It was fifty-two feet long, and 
twenty feet high. “Fhe materials were quarried from the 
furface of the river Neva; and the whole ftood gliftening 
ageinit the fun witha brilliancy almoft equal to his own. 
To incteafe the wonder, fix cannons and two bombs, all of 
the fame materials, were planted before this extraordinary 
edifice ; the cannon were three pounders, they were charg- 
ed with gua-powder, and fired off; the ball of one pierced 
an oak plank two inches thick, at fixty paces diftance, nor 
did the piece burt with the explofion.

MELANCHOLY ACCIDENT. 


The following diftreffing event took place at Stock-
